Populist Candidate for Presi- 
dent Challenges Democratic. 
Nominee to Answer 

Five Questions. 


Race Prejudice Raised by Cam- 
paign Leaders Against Roose- 
Hypocrisy.

E. Watson, populist candidate for president, 


tonight in an address to the populist state, 
convention. 

Mr. Watson made his appeal directly to the 
democratic voters of the south on the negro 
question. He declared that the democratic 
attack on President Roosevelt for the latter’s 


of democratic hypocrisy and he challenged 
Parker to indicate his own position on the 
race issue. 

On this point Mr. Watson sald: 

The south should demand to know the facts about 
Perker. How does he stand upon this alleged 
question? fs his position at all different from 
that of Roosevelt? If so, in what respect? The 
south should demand explicit reply to the fol- 
lowing questions before it votes for him upon the 
assumption that be differs from Roosevelt on the 
negro question: | 

1. Would you refuse to eat at the same. table 
with Booker Washington? 

2. Would you refuse to appoint negroes to office 
in the south? 

3. If elected will you refuse to receive on terms 
of equality at the White house such negroes as 
Bishop Turner, Booker Washington, and T. 
Thomas Fortune? 

4. Do you approve. the mixed schools of New 
York, inaugurated. under Grover Cleveland—in 
which social equality is practically made a mat- 
ter of compulsion? _ 

5. If such schools—wherein black children and 
white children are educated together—are a good 
thing for your native state of New York, would 
they be a good thing for Georgia and South Caro- 
lina? If not, why not? 


; Negro Cry Is Hypocrisy. 

Taking up the discussion of the negro ques. 
tion, as far as its bearing on the present 
national campaign is concerned, Mr. Watson 
said that the demoeratic national leaders 
have prostitu the name of democrat and 
are demanding that they shall be followed 
blindly in spite of the fact that they have 
‘renounced every principle of democracy. 
Asking, Win the real detiocrats follow the 
name rather than the principle?” he con- 
tinued: 


surrender to Wall street because of tbe nigger.“ 
What a blessed thing it is for democratic leaders 
that they always have the nister to fall back 
on. For thirty years they have been doing business 
on the nister,“ and today he is their only stock 
in trade. 

Note the hypocrisy of it. In their national plat- 
form of 1872 they solemnly protested their alle- 
giance to the doctrine of ‘‘ equality,’’ regardless of 
race or color, and pledged themselves to maintain 
the emancipation and the enfranchisement of the 
blacks. 

In 1876 at St. 1 Henry Watterson being 
chairman of the convention, they solemnly de- 
clared their devotion to the constitutional amend- 
ments growing out of the civil war. 

In 1880, in 1884, in 1888, the national conventions 
of the democratic party reaffirmed these declara- 
tions on the negro question, and thus stood pledged 
to oppose any reopening of the questions settled 
by the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth amend- 
ments. Yet after all these formal pledges we are 
now browbeaten and intimidated by democratic 
leaders, who say we must indorse their capitula- 
tion to Belmont, David B. Hill, and Pat Mc- 
Carren because of the nigger.” 


Negro Powerless in Politics. 


“ What can the southern negro do?” asked 
Mr. Watson. He has been disfranchized 
in nearly every southern state excepting 
Georgia; and in Georgia they do not dare 
disfranchise bim, because democracy in 
Georgia cannot be maintained by the white 
vote.” He continued: 

Therefore, the ery that we are in danger from 
“ the nigger ’’ is the most bypocritical that un- 
Mrupulous leadership could invent. Grant, Sher- 
man, and Sheridan, with all their armies, could 
south. 

The white man ts master—wherever he plants 
his foot the world over. Do you tell me that Roose- 
velt can do against the recuperated south what 
Thad Stevens could not do against the exhausted 
south? Roosevelt could not do it even if he would. 

The democratic leaders who talk this stuff, and 
the editors who write it, laugh and wink at one 
another as they pass, they know what a humbug 
it all is, and how it is being used to make the peo- 
ple forgét, or condone, the Inglorious surrender 
to Wall street which they made at St. Louis. 

In the West Virginia democratic convention, the 
state of the democratic nominee for vice president, 
the white supremacy resolution was voted down, 
and on Aug. 1, 1904, Parker himself, in writing to 
the negro, James A. Ross, addressed him as My 

sir,’ Just as though Ross bad been white 


‘Surrender to Wall Street. ‘ 

Turning to other issues, Mr. Watson said 
that the democratic leaders had surrendered 
to Wall Street because, as Senator John W. 
Daniels of Virginia put it, they were “ tired 
of being in the minority.” He continued: 

Not afraid of Roosevelt's militarism? No. Not 
afraid of Roosevelt's niggeriem? No, All that fs 
fudge and subterfuge. “~ Tired of being in the 
minortty.“ there was the milk in the cocoanut. 

Not tired of being in the wrong? No, He did not 
even pretend that he had been in the wrong. Sim- 
ply because t they have been in the minority they 
are ready to drop the principles which they swore 
for eight years were right, and to adopt those 

which even now they do not dare sar are right. 
Great God! what an attitude for the lendemn of 8 
great national party. 

Urges Revolt in Georgia. 

Mr. Watson urged the democrats of Geor- 
gia to revolt against the leaders who had 
renounced Jeffersonian principles. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

Party names to me are nothing. The doctrine is 
everything. I call upon an Jeffersonian democrats 
to help me make this fight against the two repub- 
Héean parties, headed by Roosevelt and Parker. 
What do we need with two parties committed to

been educated as a typewriter in a business 
college at Ypsilanti, She came here two 
years ago.

I hid behind a clump 
of bushes for hours, it seemed,. until the 
children left, then I hurried out, and in the 
boxes I gathered up scraps of food. There 
were sandwiches, crumbs of cake; and pietes 
of mutilated pie.

As soon ag the Japanese found that the 
Russians were retiring from their outer po- 
sitions southward they resumed the attack 
there, although it was then quite dark.

With the view of eventual retirement from 
their outer positions the Russians had dug 
a large number of pits, with stakes con- 
cealed in their bottoms.

Thousands of persons sur- 
round the war and navy department build- 
ings, shouting “ Banzais tor the victory 
at Liaoyang. — 


At this hour the marchers in scores of | 


streets are making their toward the 
grounds surrounding the imperial palace in 
order to cheer the emperor. Tokio has wit- 
nessed no such night since the war began. 
Details of Victory Scanty. 
Details ot the victory at Llaoyang are 
scanty. It is only known that at dawn today 


Gen. Nodsu's army was huried against the

Battle Begins Aug. 80. 
Following the preliminary successes ot the 
29th south of Llabyang, Field Marshal Mar- 
uuis Oyama, the commander of the Japan- 
ese forces in the fleld, promptly sent the 
united forces forthwith, and at dawn of 
Alig. 80 a desperate attack upon all rao Rus- 
sian positions was made. 

The Japanese found the Russians holding a 
long chain of splendidly fortified positions 
with a tremendous force of artillery. The 
Japanese artillery opened the way, but these 
preliminary attacks generally failed to give 
an opportunity for an open assault. 


Crossing the Lan River. 

The Japanese first army, after occupying 
the right bank of the Lan river on Aug. 27, 
continued its forward movement and re- 
newed the assault against the remainiig 
Russian positions at Hungshaling, where 
the enemy held out the longest and the most 
stubbornly. They finally took the last Rus- 
sian positions at this place, d on an 
eminence north of Sanchiassail. Following 
these successes the Japanese immediately 
advanced toward Sanyutzu and Shihchutzu, 
driving back the small bodies of Russian 
soldiers sent out to impede their movement. 


Russians Finally Dislodged. 

From the night of Aug. 27 to the morning 
of the 20th the Japanese attacked the Rus- 
sian positions on the ridge to the east of 
Sanyutzu. The Russians finally were dis- 
lodged from these ridge positions, but the 
Japanese left was unable to aiftvance on ac- 
count of the forceful resistance made by the 
Russian troops who occupied the heights to 
the southeast of Hsiangshantzu. f 

Two divisions of Russians which previous- 
ly had. been idriven from Hanpolin crossed 
a bridge constructed over the Taitze river 
to the north of Stgotantsu and retreated to 
the right bank of the river. 

Continuing the attack the Japanese center 
advanced and occupied. a line extending 
from .Sanyutau, to the west of Shihchuteu, 
while the left, on the morning of the 29th, 
after dislodging the Russians af. Tashih-

Attack Renewed Aug. 29 

The Japanese resumed the ere on the 
20th. The Japanese right took a line extend - 
ing from Leichapao to Heiniuchuang, while 
the left occupied a line from a point west of 
Heintuchuang to Yayutal. A detached co!l- 
umn from the Japanese right advanced to- 
ward Weijagou and codperated with the left 
column ot the first army. 

The Russians on the Haicheng-Liaoyang 
road appeared to be occupying a line of 
ridges extending from a point south of Shous- 
hanpao to a point east of Hangchiatun and 
running through Hsinglingtun. These im- 
mense ridges were fortified strongly and oc- 
cupied by a numerous force of the enemy. 

The Japanese bivouacked the night of fae 
29 in front of these positions. 


Japanese Center Advances. 

At dawn of Aug. 30 all ot the Japanese 
armies conjointly attacked all the Russian 
positions on the southern front, from a 
point north of Tengchiafang to a point east 
of Hangchiatun and to the west of Hsin- 
lintun and Shoushanpao. The Japanese cen- 
ter attacked with all its strength. 

The left column of the first army con- 

tinued the attack upon Tengchiafang and 
Yayutai, but the Russians there received re- 
inforceements and it was impossible to dis- 
lodge them: 
A separate column was dispatched from 
the right column of the second army and oc- 
cupied a ridge to the south of Tsafangtun, 
whence it opened a cannonade upon the 
‘enemy at 6 0 ‘clock on the morning of the 
30th. 

This first artillery attack proved success- 
Ful. and at 1 o’clock the Russians, having 
been reinforced from the direction of 
Liaoyang, made an endeavor to retake the 
ground they had lost. 


Russian Ranks Reinforced. 


Throughout the afternoon of the goth ad- 
ditional reinforcements reached the Rus- 
sians, until their strength was estimated at 
two divisions and fifty or sixty guns. 

The Japanese continued to attack desper- 
ately,.and at 8 o'clock in the afternoon a 
junction was ed with the left column 
of the first army. The Russians were dis- 
lodged from Tsafangtun and that yicinity, 
‘but they fought with dogged determination 
until nightfall. 

The main force of the Japanese right, with 
a’ portion of the left, attacked the southern 
Russian line in the neighborhood of Hang- 
chiatun and Hsinlintun and opened the at- 
taek, against the ridges: west of Hsinlintun 
with a vigorous shelling. The Russians de- 
fertded these positions against this prelim- 
‘Ingry attack with energy and did not allow 
an opportunity for an open assault. The 
main force of the Japanese left occupied 
positions extending from Mato wie to Tachao- 
chiatal, and attacked the Russians to the 
west of Shoushanpao. 


Russia's Deadly Machine Guns. 


The Russians used machine guns against 


the Japanese with effect, and the Japanese 
were unable to press their attacks home. 

During the day the Japanese left wing was 
reinforced with a detachment from the re- 
serves. The Japanese artillery which at- 
tacked the Russian left reached Wangerhtun 


at 2 o'clock in ue afternoon and poured a 


fire into the rear of the Russians at Shou- 
shanpao. 

A portion of the left column of the right 
wing, after dislodging the Russians occupy- 
ing an eminence north of Hsuchiakou toward 
evening on Aug. 20, was exposed to a violent 
attack by the reinforced Russians and retired 
during the night to a ridge south of Hauchia- 
kou, where they held their position. The 
Russians prepared to follow up their attack, 
but desisted.

Socialists, He Says, Are the Only 


True Exponents of Genuine 
Liberty. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 1.—[Special.}—Eu- 
V. Debs, the candidate for president 


gene 
of the socialist pafty, opened his campaign 


here today with a speech at Masonic hall to- 
night. 

The substance of Mr. Debs’ speech was 
that capital as represented by all the political 
parties except the socialist party must be 
overthrown and the workingman must take 
control. 

Labor Is Simply Slavery. 

In opening Mr. Debs said: 

“There has never been a free people, a 
civilized nation, a real republic on this earth. 
Human society has always consisted of 
masters and slaves, and the slaves have al- 
Ways been and are today the foundation 
stones of the social fabric. 

“Wage labor is but a name; wage slavery 
is the fact. 

“The 25,000,000 wage workers in the 
United States are 25,000,000 twentieth cen- 
tury slaves. 

“This is the plain meaning of what is 
known as the labor market. 

And the labor market follows the capital- 
ist flag. The most barbarous fact in all 
christendom is the labor market. The mere 
term sufficiently expresses the animalism of 
commercial civilization. 

They who buy and they who sell in the 
labor market are alike dehumanized by the 
inhuman traffic in the brains and blood and 
bones of human beings. | 
- “ Twenty-five millions of wage slaves are 
bought and sold daily at prevailing prices in 
the American labor market. 


„This is the paramount issue in the present” 


national campaign. 
Big Parties Owned by Capital. 

The speaker then arraigned each party in 
turn, declaring them out of hand the tools 
of capital. Then he uttered the following 
epigrams touching the socialist party: 

“Ignorance alone stands in the way of 
socialist success. The capitalist parties un- 
derstand this and use their resources to pre- 
vent the workers from seeing the light. 

Intellectual darkness is essential to in- 
dustrial slavery. 

“ Capitalist parties stand for slavery and 


night. 
“The socialist party is the herald of free- 


dom and light. 


Capitalist parties cunningly contrive to 
divide the workers upon dead issues.“ 

Mr. Debs declared the republican and dem- 
ocratic platforms are identical in the essen- 
tial points, and pointed to the fact that while 
workingmen had built the Coliseums in which 
the conventions were held they had no voice 
in the deliberations. 

Does Not Like Roosevelt. 

Of President Roosevelt Mr. Debs said: 

„The capitalists made no mistake in nomi- 
nating Mr. Roosevelt. They know him well 
and he has served them well. They know 
that his instincts, associations, tastes, and 
desires are with them, that he is in fact one 
of them and that he has nothing in common 
with the working class. 

“The only evidence to the contrary is his 
membership in the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen, which seems to have come to 
him coincident with his ambition to succeed 
himself in the presidential chair. But it is 
not reported that he is attending meetings, 
doing picket duty, supporting strikes and 
boycotts, and performing such other duties 
as his union obligation imposes.” 

He dismissed the democratic candidate for 
Vice president by saying: The workingman 
who finds it in his heart to vote for Henry G. 
Davis deserves the chain he wears. He is 
not fit to be a free man.” 


Democratic Party Is No More. 

After declaring Secretary of War Taft and 
Secretary of the Navy Morton oppressors of 
labor and Fairbanks a plutocrat in “ good 
and regular standing Mr. Debs turned his 
attention to the democratic party and said: 

“an referring to the democratic party in 
this discussion we may save time by simply 
saying that since it was born again at the 
St. Louis convention it is near enough like 
its republican ally to pass for a twin brother. 

“The former party of the common peo- 
ple’ is no longer under the boycott of the 
plutocracy since it has adopted the Wall 
street label and renounced its middle class 
heresies. 

The radical and progressive element of 
the former democracy have been evicted and 
must seek other quarters. They were an un- 
mitigated nuisance in the conservative coun- 
sels of the old party. They were for the 
‘common people’ and the trusts have no 
use for such a party. 

Where but to the socialist party can these 
progressive people turn? They are now 
without a party, and the only genuine demo- 
cratic party in the fleld is the socialist party, 
and every true democrat should thank Wall 
street for driving him out of a party that 
is democratic in name only and into one that 
is democratic in fact.“ 


Principles of the Socialists. 

In closing, Mr. Debs said the principles of 
the socialist party were: 

“ The working class must be emancipated 
by the working class. 

Woman must be given her true place In 
society by the working class. 

“Society must be reconstructed By the 
working class. 

“The fruits of labor must be enjoyed by 
the working class. 

“War; bloody war, must be ended by the 
working class.“ 


FAIRBANKS SPEAKS IN KANSAS. 


Opens Republican Campaign with Ad- 
dress at Marion, Home of Candi- 
date for Governor. 


Marion, Kas., Sept. 1.—Senator Fairbanks 
of Indiana, republican vice presidential nom- 
inee, today opened the campaign for his party 
in Kansas with a speech here, the home of 
E. W. Hoch, the republican candidate for 
governor. The town was gayly decorated 
and there was a large attendance from this 
and surrounding counties. 

Before the speechmaking Senator Fair- 
banks and the state political leaders reviewed 
a procession composed largely of women, 
many of whom carried babies in their arms. 

Senator ‘Fairbanks’ speech was devoted 
almost entirely to economic issues, includ- 


ing the gold standard and trusts. He said’ 


the laws of the country had been faithfully 
enforced by Roosevelt, and that the demo- 
crats could advance no valid reasons for a 
change in administration. Senator Fair- 
banks said: 

Our @emoocratic friends inveigh against the 
trusts, yet they have done nothing to restrain 
them. The republican party has enacted laws 
tor the regulation of combinations in restraint of 
trade or commerce between the states, and it has 
mot allowed them to incumber the statute books 
as a dead letter. They heve been enforced as they 
were intended to be when they were enacted by 


Perhaps nothing bas been more injurious to both 
common earriers and their patrons than the wide- 
spread system of paying rebates.

Pursuit of Louise of Saxe-Co- 
burg, Who Eloped from 
Elster, Not Vigorous. 


IS LIKELY TO GO FREE. 


Escape from Custody Was Clever- 
ly Managed with Help of 
Several Confederates. 


BAD ELSTER. Saxony, Sept. 1.—Princess 
Louise of Saxe-Coburg, who made a success- 
ful escape from here, is not likely to be 
brought back. While a pretense at pursuit 
will be made, the efforts of the authorities 
will not be overzealous, as her husband, 
Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg, appears to 
feel she has been sufficiently punished for her 
first elopement. 

Princess Louise, it now appears, escaped 
from her hotel at 2 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
She was joined under the trees in the hotel 
garden by two women anda man. They en- 
tered a two horse carriage which was wait- 
ing outside and were @riven swiftly away in 
the direction of Munich. 

Meet Auto Outside Town. 

Beyond the outskirts of the town some of 
the occupants of the carriage were trans- 
ferred to an automobile, and the carriage 
continued its rapid flight, probably to con- 
fuse possible pursuers.”

C. B. SPAHR LOST OFF SHIP. 


Editor of Current Literature, New York, 
Disappears from Steamer in 
English Channel, 


LONDON, Sept. 1—<c. B. Spahr, editor of 
Current Literature, in New York, and for 
many years associate editor of the Outlook 
in that city, was lost off the steamer Prince 
Albert midway between Ostend and Dover 
on the evening of Aug. 30. It is possible he 
committed suicide. 

His mysterious disappearance was report- 
ed on the arrival of the steamer at Dover to 
the American consul, Mr. Prescott, by B. W. 
Ordway, of 1098 Dean street, Brooklyn, in 
whose company Mr. Spahr was making a 
tour of Europe for the benefit of his health. 

Mr. Spahr seemed to have been much im- 
proved by his trip, and Mr. Ordway said he 
did not suspect that he would attempt to 
commit suicide. Mr. Spahr's heavy beggage 
was shipped from Triest to Liverpool some 
days ago, for shipment to New York on the 
steamer Aurania Sept. 6.

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. — | 

A Chicago school census has no weight 
except with the state superintendent of 
public instruction, who is guided by it in the 
distribution .of the state, school tax. The 
law calls only for an enumeration of those 
who are under 21, and an enumeration of 
the total population is unofficial and is not 
authoritative. 

Generally the census takers for the board 
of education have felt that it was their duty 
to swell the population and make a fine 
showing for the city. Thus in 1900 they 
credited it with 2,007,000 inhabitants, while 
the figures of the federal census were 1,698, - 
000. The school census was padded by 
counting a great many persons twice—at 
Aheir homes and also at their offices and 
workshops. 

This year the census takers for the board 
of education have undershot the mark, for 
they have discovered only 1,714,000 people. 
If that were all there would be a gain of 
only 15,500 since the census year—which is 
absurd.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

MPEROR WILLIAM has just done a 
graceful thing by declining to accept 
the magnificent collection of paint- 
ings and tapestries bequeathed to him 
by a French admirer, M. Bareilher. 

The testator in his will expressed a wish 
that in the event of the kaiser deciding to 
refuse the legacy his collections should go to 
the French nation. On being made aware 
thereof William at once resolved that he 
would not deprive France of works of art 
which should not leave their country and 
accordingly the paintings have gone to the 

uvre, while the tapestries have been 

rned over to the Muss des Gobelins. Need- 
tess to add that his attitude in the affair has 
éreated a favorable impression in France, 
where people are compelled to recognize the 
fact that since his accession to the throne 
sixteen years ago he has never missed an 
opportunity of performing some chivalrous 
and generous act of courtesy towards the 
French nation. 

The emperor ig made the legatee of many 
extremely valuable bequests, both in Ger- 
many and abroad. But de makes it a rule 
never to accept property thus conveyed to 
him unless he has assured himself that there 
are no others who have moral if not legal 
rights théreto by reason of ties of kinsman- 
— or that are based on analogous obliga- 

na. 

A few years ago a wealthy admirer, one of 
his eubjects, died without kith or kin, de- 
queathing to him a magnificent ch@teau and 
large park in that portion of Austrian Tyrol 
that ls recommended by physicians for those 
who areafflicted with pulmonary complaints. 
The emperor, finding that there were no ob- 
stacles to his acceptance of the bequest, took 
it over from the estate, but at once organ- 
ized it as a sanitarium for officers of his 
army and navy in failing health.

That he does not find in the house of lords 
any scope for his oratorical powers and for 
the demonstration of his admintstrative abil- 
ity is shown by his anxiety to become the 
mayor of Westminster. Besides being a 
guardsman and a general on the retired list 
he is at the head of the silk works near Cov- 
entry, which are the source of the family 
fortunes. His mother was a Miss Charlotte 
Harman of New Orleans and his wife, Miss 
Elizabeth French of New York, is an elder 
sister of Mrs. Alfred Vanderbilt. 

He owns Cheylesmore Manor, near Cov- 
entry, which was at one time the favorite 
residence qf Edward the Black Prince, son 
of King Edward III., but does not live there, 
having leased from Conningsby Disraeli, the 
late Lord Beaconsfield's place, Hughenden 
Manor, which, being within driving distance 
of Windsor castle, causes him to be regarded 
as one of the king’s neighbors, and as such 
to be invited with his wife to many of the 
private entertainments of the sovereign when 
the latter is staying at the castle.

Of all the telegrams of congratulation re- 
ceived by the czar on the occasion of the birth 
of his son and heir the other day the, one 
which has attracted the most attention and 
created the most comment, both in the Mus- 
covite empire and abroad, is that of King 
Peter. In his message the king declared 
that in the czarevitch “are centered the 
hopes of the entire Slavonic world.“ and 
adds that the news of the infant prifice’s 
birth had been looked for as anxiously in 
Servi as in Russia, ‘while in the Officta] 
Gazette at Belgrade the event was an- 
nounced as the birth of the heir to the great 
Slavonic throne.”’ 

In order to appreciate what this means it 
is necessary to imagine the queen of Holland 
telegraphing to the kaiser when the crown 
prince marries and becomes a father that in 
the new born babe were centered the 
hopes of all the Germanic nations.“ 

King Peter's telegram to the czar has 
given no end of offense at Vienna. Note has 
been taken there of the fact that ever since 
the accession of King Peter to the throne 
Servia has been but little better than a mere 
province of Russia. That is bad enough in 
all conscience. But that King Peter should 
intimate that the many millions of Slavs 
subject to the rule of the Austrian crown 
regard the young czarevitch as their future 
sovereign in whom all their hopes are cen- 
tered is looked upon as an intolerable piece 
of impertinence and discourtesy, which may 
lead to a withdrawal of the Austrian envoy 
from the court of Beigrade.

SEDAN COMPARED WITH LIAOYANG. 

Chicago, Aug. 31.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. II note in today’s issue figures repre- 
senting the strengths and losses of armies 
in the great battles of modern wars.“ I 
have no data by whigh I can check your fig- 
ures, except those given for the battle of 
Sedan. In accordance with the work of the 
German general staff, supervised by Moltke, 
the figures you give are considerably too 
high. 

The French army in this battle had 124,000 
infantry and cavalry, and 486 field guns. 
Their loss was 3,000 killed and 14,000 wound- 
ed, making a total of 17,000. 

The German force had a total of 224,000 
infantry and cavalry and 813 guns. Their loss 
was 2,500 killed and 6,500 wounded, or a total 
of 9.000. 

Besides in killed and wounded the French 
lost 21,000 prisoners during the battle; 83.000 
surrendered after the battle and 8,000 es- 
caped over the Belgian frontier and were 
disarmed and made prisoners by Belgium in 
order to keep her neutrality. 

In this connection’ permit me to say that 
the numbers of the Japanese and Russians 
now in battle at Liaoyang seem to be un- 
known quantities. According to the news- 
papers, for the Russians they vary from 
100,000 to 200,000 and for the Japanese from 
180,000 to 300,000 men, these figures probably 
including the three arms —VIs.: the in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery and the neces- 
sary trains carrying provisions, ammunl- 
tion, and other supplies, and I am in- 
clined to believe that the forces now opposed 


French and German forces in the battle of 
Sedan. The French and German armies com- 
bined numbered 348,000 men, and the 
Russian and Japanese forces com- 
bined, after deducting killed, wounded, and 
sick that are not in the ranks at Liaoyang, 
are probably not much larger and possibly 
smaller.

SEDAN COMPARED WITH GRAVELOTTE. 

Chicago, Aug. 381.—[Editer of The Trib- 
une.}]—Permit me to say a few words in ref- 
erence to your statistics about the number 
of men engaged and killed in the great bat- 
tles of modern wars. According to the of- 
ficial account of the German general staff 
about the battle of Sedan nearly 2,900 officers 
and 85,000 French laid down their arms and 
were made prisoners. The French loss in 
battle was 17,000 dead and wounded and 21. 
000 prisoners. The German loss comprised 
470 officers and 8,500 men killed and wounded. 
But the modern battle which, before all oth- 
ers, may be compared to the present struggle 
around Liaoyang, is the battle of Gravelotts 


(also known as St. Privat), the third of a } 


series of battles from Aug. 14 to Aug. 18. 
1879, by which Bazaine was cut off and pre- 
vented from joining MacMahon. In this battle 
also a flanking movement against the ene- 
my’s right was attempted, and after some 
blunders and delays the outcome of the bat- 
tle was decided on the French right, where 
the flanking maneuver was finally carried 
out. The German forces engaged numbered 
about 205,000 and suffered a loss of more than 
20,000 in killed and wounded. The French 
out of 180,000 engaged lost nearly 600 officers | 
and more than 18,000 men, '

A History of Parliamentary Representation Before 
1832. A Study in Loose Political Methods. 


Na town meeting,” sald Emerson, 
6 “the great seoret of political society 
was uncovered, and the problem 
solved how to give every individual 
; his fair weight in the government 
without disorder from numbers. In the 
town meeting the roots of society were 
reached.” Even fu the older England there 
was manifest the strong instinct of the 
“town,” the social order grouping itself 
about the enlarged family. But this im- 
pulse had to encounter a variety of con- 
flicting interests. The king, the military 
chieftain, the barons, the landed aristoc- 
racy, the tenants, those holding their lands 
directly from the king, and those de t 
upon the feudal lord, the powerful trade 
.guilds, the close corporations in the munici- 
pality, the boroughs and the county dis- 
tricts, the clergy and the great universities, 
and the common national legislature itself— 
all these constituted a tremendous body of 
jealous, rival, conflicting, and constantly 
changing social and political forces whose 
history could never move along in any but 
the crookedest of lines. This tangled and 
ever shifting skein of history Edward and 
Annie G. Porritt have attempted to unravel 
in their work, “THB UNREFORMED 
HOUSE OF COMMONS ” (Macmillan com- 
pany). It is a work which shows im- 
mense carefulness and thoroughness of 
research. The subject of the book—the or- 
igin and development, the ups and downs, 
the curious anomalies, degradation, and at- 
tempted reforms of parllamentary represen- 
tation in England, Wales, Scotland, and Ire- 
land—is a theme of commanding interest. It 
touches closely the heart of modern civiliza- 
tion. 


— 

That those absurd and often abominable 
anomalies in the English system of political 
representation should have persisted for so 
many centuries must always remain a won- 
der. But, while partial reforms, every now 
and then, here and there, were attempted, as 
the writer suggests, until the modern news- 
paper press came to its kingdom it had been 
impossible to create the conditions neces- 
sary to a general and resistless movement. 
Particular abuses and absurdities would have 
been sooner taken up and put out of exist- 
ence but for fear that if a beginning were 
made, what would the end be; “ filling the 
minds of the people with vague and infinite 
alarms.” Indeed the transfer of the rotten 
borough in 1816 was the beginning of the end. 


The preamble to the reform act of 1832, 
which at last gave a decent semblance of 
political rationality to the representative 
system of the united kingdom, declares that 
“it is expedient to take effectual measures 
for correcting di abuses that have long 
prevailed in the choice of members to serve 
in the comm house of parliament; to. 
deprive many considerable places of the 
right of returning members; to grant such 
privileges to large and populous towns; to 
increase the knights of shire; to extend the 
elective franchise to many of his majesty’s 
subjects who have not hitherto enjoyed the 
same; and to diminish the expense of elec- 
tions.”’ 

— 


There was no uniformity in the conditions 
of election among the constituencies. In the 
so-called “‘ potwalloper boroughs, the pot- 
walloper’s vote depended on proof that he 
provided his own sustenance, that he was 
master of a fireplace at which he cooked it, 
and that he had nis own doorway leading to 
his house. This was a harking back to the 
days of serfdom, when freemen sometimes 
took their meals in public to prove to their 
neighbors that they were free and ate at no 
man’s table. The electors expected to be 
bribed as a matter of course. In Liverpool 
in 1790 Lord Penrhyn spent £30,000 at one 
election, and then failed to get it. The great 
universities, Oxford and Cambridge, each 
had two representatives. The Oxford elec-

carried on openly, and with no pretense that 
it was done for any one’s health.

It is an interesting chapter which relates 
to the evolution of the nonpartisan speaker. 
This is a feature of the English house of 
commons that might well be studied else 
where. The ideal of it as long ago as in tis 
reign of Elizabeth was pietured by Hooker, 
who claimed that during the time of pari 
ment the speaker ought to sequester Bimsef 
from dealing or intermeddling in any publi
